Arm Is Broken 



"Should Study of English be 
Abolished in Science?" 



QUESTIONS FOR DEBATES 



Schedule For Season Will be 
Drawn Up As Soon As Classes 
Are Organized. 



The next meeting of the Lit. to be 
held on Monday night, promises to be 
even more interesting than the open- 
ing meeting which was considered by 
all present to have been the most suc- 
cessful in years. The budding law- 
yers, having admitted women to the 
bar, will next week take a rest and 
allow their brothers in the 3rd and 
4th years in Arts to continue the verb- 
al combat upon the subject of: "Re- 
solved that the constitutional relations 
between England and Canada should 
be changed after the war." This will 
give the orators in Arts a splendid 
opportunity to display their best tal- 
ent and should produce a debate well 
worth hearing. Next week's meeting 
is also important in tliat il marks the 
entrance of the Science Faculty to tho 
inter-class scries. The scientists are 
anxious to prove that they arc the 
equals of any when it comes to pub- 
lic speaking, and they will now have 
the opportunity of doing so on the sub- 
ject of "Resolved that the study of 
English should be abolished from the 
Science Faculty." The freshmen will 
argue in favor of its abolishment, 
while the sophs will defend the nega- 
tive. 

At the executive meeting held on 
Monday night, the time limit for each 
speech was lowered from JT 1*2 to 12 
miuutes with the usual ."■ minutes re- 
buttal.

As soon as 
all tho classes have entered teams ii 
will be possible to draw up the sched- 
ule for the whole season and thus give 
everyone as much time as they choose 
for preparation, but at the present 
time this is impossible and arrange- 
ments can only be made for one week 
in advance.

The first fencing class of the season 
will be held at the Union this after- 
noon at 5 o'clock. Last year there 
were a considerable number of men 
following "this sport, and several of 
thein are expected to be on hand again 
this year, but there is room for all wHo 
wish to learn, aud newcomers will be 
welcomed. 

According to arrangements made 
with the gymnasium authorities, fresh- 
men who have signed up for physical 
exercise with this club may get their 
transfers from the gym. at the close of 
tho present week. Fencing practice 
will be held every Wednesday aud Sat- 
urday at 5 p.m., and freshmen will be 
i able to secure their attendances then, 
but until the end of this week they wilt 
have to attend the gym. in addition. 
If at all possible, they ure urged to 
turn out to-morrow at the Union, since 
a beginner's class is to be formed, and 
the work of the instructors will be 
much simplified if all novices are on 
hand for the first practices. A good 
knowledge of footwork and of the ele- 
mentary parries must be obtained be- 
fore any one can hope to succeed In 
fencing, and the aim of those in charge 
of tho class will be to teach this thor- 
oughly before the more intricate work 
is attempted. An soon as the beginner 
has mastered this, he will be taken in- 
dividually by experienced members of 
the club and taught all the technique 
and science which play such a large 
part in the work with the foils. At 
the same time it must not be supposed 
that fencing is all science and no 
physical exertion, for beginners, espe- 
cially, will find plenty of exercise, and 
will develop some muscles rarely 
called into play in other sports. Those 
who intend to turn out are advised to 
bring either gym pants or long ducks 
or flannels, and running shoes arc in- 
dispensable. A loose shirt is generally 
preferable to a sleeveless jersey, since 
it offers more protection against 
scratches to the arms. Of course if 
any one possesses a regulation fencing 
jacket, that is better still. Those who 
OYi n foils should bring them, but the 
club has ten or a dozen good; foils, aud 
plenty of masks. Freshmen who are 
not acquainted with the Union build- 
ing will find the room by going down- 
stairs and turning to the left opposite 
the lavatories.

QUESTIONS FOR DEBATES 



Schedule For Season Will be 
Drawn Up As Soon As Classes 
Arc Organized. 



The next meeting or the Lit. to bo 
held on Monday night, promises to he 
even more interesting than the open- 
ing meeting which was considered by 
all present to have been the most suc- 
cessful in years. The budding law- 
yers, having admitted women to the 
bar, will next week take a rest and 
allow their brothers in the 3rd and 
4th years in Arts to continue (he verb- 
al combat upon the subject of: "Re- 
solved that the constitutional relations 
between England and Canada should 
be changed after the war." This will 
give the orators in Arts a splendid 
opportunity to display their best tal- 
ent and should produce a debate well 
worth hearing.

College Manners 



If it is true that a University education is meant to fit a man 
Tor life service, to make him an acknowledged leader in society, 
unless the man acquire a certain knowledge of correct bearing, he 
is never likely to reach his destination. 

There is a lamentable lack of plain everyday manners in the 
: conduct of a large number of University students. One has only to 
; attend public functions to see the truth of this somewhat daring 
; statement. Everybody has seen men "duck" for their hats, pull on 
I their coats and break a way to the door during the singing of 'M 
National Anthem. This performance was, however, bettered on 
the occasion of a recent dinner given to the students, when a num- 
ber purposely sat as close to the door as possible, and bolted as soon 
' as they had finished the meal; others left while the speeches were 
in progress, yet the whole programme was over in an hour. There 
' is no need to linger over the details; the fact of the matter is that 
' there are various ways in which students, under the cover of un- 
' conventionality, lay themselves open to the charge of a lack of 
form and of gentlemanly bearing. 

That we at McGill are not alone in suffering from a lack of 
proper manners among undergraduates is shown by a perusual of 
different exchanges. At Brown University, for instance, a course 
. of lectures in "manners" has been initiated with such success, we 
are told by the Brown Herald, that "there has been marked im- 
provement on the part of the Freshmen in the matter of showing 
ii-cspect to upperclassmcn. lt.ia.now the exception instead of the 
rule for a Freshman to crowd into a door ahead of upperclassmcn 
or lo interrupt a conversation." 

It would be, perhaps, too much to expect so drastic a change 
at McGill as this, however desirous it might be. There is, however, 
much to be improved in the manners of students, and especially in 

those of freshmen. 

At Columbia, too. the Spectator is found deploring the lack of 
attention which is paid to the social development of the student, a 
subject much akin to that in hand. The Spectator says : 

"The college makes elaborate provision for intellectual de- 
velopment, adequate provision for physical development, and little 
provision for the social development of the student, and yet the 
social development of the student is of paramount moment and im- 
portance. 

"If, as has been said, the practical end of a university course 
is the training of good members of society and the aim of the uni- 
versity to develop fitness for the world, and for social life, the 
social clement in the educational life of the student deserves far 
more consideration than it receives at present, even at such a pro- 
gressive institution as Columbia University." 

It will not profit a man very much to have graduated from a 
University unless at the end of his four years he has managed to 
absorb enough of the University atmosphere of culture to enable 
him to carry himself with poise, restraint and dignity. His educa- 
tion should certainly do this much for him; it should equip him 
with the tools of leadership, which arc self-honor, self-control and 
self-respect.
